The market was very firm 
last owing to the rise in values 
for and as other producing 
high corroders revised 
prices during the week 
an advance of one-half 
cent per pound for white lead and one- 
quarter cent per pound for the oxides. 
Linseed oil was easier during the period 
and prices show a decline as compared 
with those in effect a week ago. Other 
paint making oils are holding firm and 
the tendency of vegetable oils gener- 
ally considered is to go to higher fig- 
ures. Zinc oxide is unsettled as far as 
the spot market concerned. Lead- 
ing producers are disposing of the bulk 
of their output on contracts and second 
hands are largely in control of the spot 
market and prices are not fixed. Dry 
colors show a repetition of the condi- 
tions as last reported and many selec- 
tions are merely nominal in the pres- 
ent market. The chemicals used in the 
paint trade are mainly firm in price 
and advances were noted this week in 
bichromate and prussiate of soda. Yel- 
low prussiate of potash was _ also 
higher. Bluestone was a little easier, 
but the price is still far above normal. 
Varnish gums are in limited supply for 
many grades and all selections are firm

Comment on the important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 

LEAD ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 

PIG LEAD.—The price of pig lead 
was held at 6.10c. per pound through- 
out the interval. While bids under that 
figure were submitted, the market was 
strong at the quoted price and holders 


were not granting concessions. At St. 
Louis the price is given as 6c. pet 
pound. Lead ore at Joplin is quoted 


at $80@83 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The market for all the lead pig- 
ments has been firm since recent ad- 
vances in the metal. Corroders marked 
up quotations in the latter part of the 
week and dry white lead is now quoted 


at a minimum price of 7c. per pound, 
which shows an advance of %c. over 
the price quoted a week ago. White 


lead in oil also improved in price to a 
similar extent and the lowest quota- 
tion is now 8e, per pound. There is a 
graded scale of prices effective for 
smaller lots. Bids opened on Tuesday 
by the Navy Department included 475,- 
000 pounds white lead in oil for Brook- 
lyn delivery, in steel drums and wooden 


kegs. The low bid was $34,865, with an 
alternative bid in commercial kegs on 
a basis of 7.24c. per pound. Bids also 


were opened for 160,000 pounds white 
lead in oil for delivery at Philadelphia, 
and the low bid was on a basis of 6.9c. 
per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
-The feature of the market was the 
firmness of prices and the issuing of 
a new price schedule by leading pro- 
ducers. At the close a week ago the 
inside quotation was 6%4c. per pound, 
but the close this week saw an ad-. 
vance of %c. per pound and the lowest 


figure now is 6%c. per pound. The 
higher price was not unexpected, as it 
was generally expected that values 
would be affected by recent advances 
in the metal. 

RED LEAD.—The oxides of lead 


have been more sensitive to changes in 
the metal market than has been the 
case with white lead, and market quo- 
tations were marked up 4c. per pound 


this week, As an advance of 4c. was 
announced a week ago, the _ total 
change following recent advances in 
pig lead were %c. per pound in the 
case of both white lead and red lead. 
Dry red lead is now held at a min- 
imum price of 7%c. per pound. Red 


lead in oil is quoted at. 8%4c. per pound. 
In each case there is a distinction, ac- 
cording to quantity, and = smaller 
amounts are higher proportionately. 
LITHARGE.—The report, as given 
for red lead, applies to a great degree 


to litharge. Sellers put up the price 
\%e. per pound during the week and 


are now holding 74c. per pound as the 
lowest figure at which they will do 
business, or at least, which they will 
quote openly. The market is reported 
to be firm at the advances and demand 
is about normal. e 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There was no 


exception to the upward movement of 


lead pigments this week and orange 
mineral closed at an advance of ec. 
per pound over the quotation of the 


previous week. Current asking prices 
are 10c. per pound. The market is 
described as quiet, but consuming de- 
mand up to seasonable standards, 
with the outlook favoring a better call 
than usual owing to reduced imports 
of foreign selections, 
SPELTER.—There were reports of 
floods in the Joplin district in the lat-

of the period. The quotation at New 
York is given at very close to 19¢c. per 
pound, and this applies both to spot 
and prompt shipment. There is a grad- 
ed scale of prices for shipments with 
values going down as the date of de- 
livery grows more distant. 
ZINCS.—The spot market for zine 
oxide is irregular as producers are not 
catering to spot trade and require 
practically all their output to take care 


of contracts. On surplus stocks they 
are reported to be offering at un- 
changed prices, but spot prices are. 


mainly fixed by resellers and they are 
asking different prices. One report 
places sales this week of ordinary 
American zine oxide at l7c. per pound. 
The prices at which contracts for do- 
mestic grades of zinc oxide were made 
were 8%@8%c. per pound for American 
process zinc oxide. The range in price 
is according to quantity, and the low- 
est figure applies to fifty-ton lots. Se- 
lected offerings of American process 
zine oxide are quoted at 9%@95%c> per 
pound. Leaded zines are held at 6%@

DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 


Bids were opened this week by the 
Navy Department for supplying 16,000 
pounds of lampblack in oil at Norfolk. 
The low bid was $1,810 or on a basis of 
11.3125c. per pound. There is a firm 
market for dry lampblack and prices 
are quoted at 5% @lic. per pound. There 
are various grades of lampblack, but 
all selections are relatively higher than 
usual owing to higher producing costs. 
Carbon gas blacks are likewise strong 
in price, with quotations at 74@8c. per 
pound. Mineral blacks are steady with 
values depending upon grade and quo- 
tations at $18@25 per ton. 

BLUES. 

Producers of Prussian blue are in- 
terested in supplies of yellow pruss }ite 
of potash and of prussiate of soda, and 
both of these materials went up in 
price during the week. Prussiate of 
soda was reported sold at 9%5c. per 
pound and yellow prussiate of potash 
was held at $1.05 per pound. All the 
cyanide blues are affected by scarcity 
of raw materials and by the high 
prices asked and the quotations for the 
finished colors are subject to private 
terms based on specific inquiries. No 
quotation can be given with a guaran- 
tee that buyers can enter the market 
and fill their wants at that figure. Ul- 
tramarine blues are quiet as far as the 
lower grades are concerned, but the 
better grades are in good demand and 
values for the latter are relatively 
higher than normal, though the range 
shows very little change.

In 
other words, umder existing law if the 
alcohol reaches its destination and is 
denatured it is not taxable but if while 
en route to a denaturing warehouse it 
should be destroyed py fire, flood. rail- 
road wreck or other casualty, it is tax- 
able.

LINSEED OIL. 


There was an easier feeling in the 
linseed oil market this week and 
prices closed a little under the levels 
of last week. At the beginning of the 
week 74c, was the inside price for car 
lots and some crushers were asking 
75e. In the latter part of the week 
73c. could be done and in some quar- 


ters this quotation was not especially 
firm. Trading was not active, but a 
fairly steady call was reported for 
spot and prompt shipment. Futures 
are held at spot figures for February. 
-April and beyond April was a matter 
of private terms which depended upon 
amounts and sellers. The cake market 
is quiet, but some business is said to 
have gone through and rather large 
shipments on old orders were reported. 
The cake situation has been inclined 
to favor the bullish side of the oil 
market, as uncertainty about future 
shipments has been felt. Western oil 
markets were quiet with prices about 
ateady. 

Caso seed at Duluth closed last week 
at $2.34@2.34% and the close yesterday 
was $2.35, thus showing a fractional 
advance for the week. Early in the 
week prices were over $2.40, so that the 
tendency in the latter part of the pe- 
riod was to lower levels. Selling or- 
ders were prominent during the week 
and to this is ascribed the weakness 
which developed. A cargo of Argen- 
tine seed arrived during the week at 
New York and as Argentine offerings 
have been under the parity of domestic 
they are having some effect on the 
market. A great deal now hinges on 
the amount of tonnage which will be 
available for bringing seed from the 
Argentine. Argentine shipments this 
week were 204,000 bushels to this coun- 
try and 371,000 bushels to Europe. It 
is reported that ocean freights from 
Rosario and Buenos Aires to Europe 
dropped materially during the week, 
owing to an increase in available ves- 
sels and that shipments to Europe are 
likely to increase in volume. Reports 
on the acreage sown to linseed in India 
this year show a decline of about five 
per cent., as compared with the final 
estimate for last year. The estimates 
in India, however, generally are 
smaller for the preliminary than for 
the final, and if this holds true this 
year the acreage will prove larger than 
in 1915. Reports on the Western, Ca- 
nadian and Buenos Aires markets from 
our own correspondents will be found 
on page 12.

It might be stated 
that this latter option has been one 
of the strongest future shipments on 


the list and it is reported that a con- 
siderable amount of outstanding short 
accounts has been covered. Under- 
neath the surface of the market there 
does not appear to have been much of 
a change. Sentiment as a rule is bull- 
ish, but the fact that the market has 
recorded an advance of some 400 
points is a factor prompting conserva- 
tism in the amount of purchases, either 
for speculation or consuming account.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. The 
tone of the local market has been easier 
during the interval, and prices have 
settled to a lower level. The absence 
of activity at Savannah and the ap- 
parent lack of interest on the part of 
consumers have been weakening fea- 
tures to the local situation. According 
to advices, a goodly part of the buying 
earlier in the month was for prospec- 
tive export, and as the foreign inquiry 
has depreciated, the buying has sub- 
sided, and no transactions were re- 
corded from the 21st of January 
until Friday, when a small quantity 
sold at 54c. a gallon. Local demand 
has also remained quiet, with small- 
lot operations about the best the mar- 
ket can boast of. The feeling is still 
cheerful, but it is admitted tha+ the 
time for new-crop turpentine is ap- 
proaching. Turpentine shipments for 
the week at Savannah were 2,566 
barrels. Receipts were 520 barrels. 
Stocks were 12,483 barrels, as com- 
pared with 14,529 barrels for the 
previous week and 35,914 barrels for 
last year at this time. At Jacksonville 
the price was 54c, at the close. Stocks 
in London on January 8 were 40,064 
barrels, compared with 22,184 barrels 
in 1915, and 62,156 barrels in 1914, for 
equal dates. The following table 
shows the range of prices for spirits 
of turpentine in the local market for 
each day during the past week. The 
Savannah situation is reported below.

ROSIN.—An easier feeling is re- 
ported in the common and pale rosins 
and it is believed that a firm offer at 
a concession will meet with considera- 
tion. Like turpentine, actual business 
has been small, but sales have taken 
place in the primary market, and local 
dealers have been better able to gauge 
prices. Consumers are not eager to 
buy heavily at present, and the week’s 
transactions have been mostly of a 
hand-to-mouth character. Improve- 
ment in demand is generally antici- 
pated with the advent of spring 
weather. According to primary ad- 
vices, total shipments at Savannah for 
the week were 11,030 barrels; receipts, 
6,506 barrels, and stocks at the close 





were 63,535 barrels, compared with 
66,992 barrels last week and 143,422 
barrels last year at this time. Final

TAR AND PITCH.—A fair demand 
for small quantities of tar is reported, 
but round-lot business is an exception, 
as buyers are inclined to limit pur- 
chases to actual wants. Kiln-burned 
tar is quoted at $6@6.50 and retort at 
$6@6.50 for iron-bound barrels. Pitch 
prices are unchanged at $3.50 for 200- 
pound barrels, gross weight. 

ROSIN AND PINE OILS.—The mar- 
ket for rosin oil retains its strong ten- 
dency, and demand, while not especial- 
ly active, is of fair seasonable dimen- 
sions. Supplies are generally moderate,

American Association of Pharmaceuti- 
cal Chemists’ 1915 Proceedings. 


The 1915 proceedings of the American 
Association of Pharmaceutical Chemists 
have been published in a handsomely 


printed and bound volume of nearly 300 
pages Included is a verbatim report of 
the last annual meeting of the association 
held on May 31 to June 5, 1915, at Roch- 


ester, N. Y. Many valuable reports are 
included, including those of the Commit- 
tee on Standardization and Drug Testing, 
the Committee on Efficiency and Waste, 
the Committee on Deterioration, the Com- 
mittee on Improved Goods and Methods, 
and the Committee on Legislation. The

Eastern field conditions have been 
more favorable, with the continued up- 
ward course of crude values a stimu- 
jating factor, and the week’s summary 
shows 133 completions, 1,445 barrels of 
new production and 66 dry holes, com- 
paring with 108 completions, 1,128 bar- 
rels of new production and 47 dry 
holes formerly. Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois contributed to the 
increased completions, while Pennsyl- 
vania, Northwestern Ohio, Illinois and 
Kentucky were the factors for the new 
production gain. The Dorseyville field 
of Allegheny county, Pennsylvania, has 
presented the most important result of 
the week, a well drilled into the lower 
pay and increasing its capacity from 
15 to 25 barrels an hour, with a record 
of 400 barrels the first twenty hours. 
There has been disappointment over 
the chances of extending the producing 
area to the north, as the tests so far 
have been barren of results, 


West Virginia results have been fea- 
tureless and there is little to inspire 
new work at this time. In the South- 


eastern Ohio fields the best strike was

The week’s re- 
turns in the county show five new 
wells, the best coming in at 50 barrels 
a day. A large number of tests are in 
progress there and the possibilities of 
the field are regarded with general 
favor. Deep sand operations in Ken- 
tucky have been backward under the 
weather conditions. The same _ in- 
fluence has operated to the disadvan- 
tage of Illinois field work, although 
completions for the week were well 
above those of the former week, with- 
out, however, resulting in a propor- 
tionate increase in new production. 
With crude prices in the Lima (Ind.) 
fields established at the highest level 
on record, a sharp spur to develop- 
ment work is probable under more 
favorable operating conditions. 

The late advances in mid-continent 
crude have buoyed the expectations of 
operators to a Keen pitch, some regard- 


ing the chances favorable for a $1.50 
market for regular and a $2.50 level 
for Cushing crude Field operations 
are at their keenest stage, a revival of 
work being reported in all directions. 
The number of wildcat wells in prog- 
ress is said to be a record, and at no 
time in the history of the field have 


the prospects been regarded so hopeful 
for the development of new _ pools. 
Cushing holding its own, with a 
daily yield of about 105,000 barrels, in- 
cluding the output in the Fox spur in 
the south end of the pool, and the 
Layton and Wheeler sands. 

The Fox spur is attracting principal 
attention in the Cushing territory. 
The production outside of Cushing 
approximately 210,000 barrels a day 
The Blackwell district considered

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The feature of late wildcat operations 
was a 400-barrel producer in the Anse 
la Butte district. The territory is re- 
learded as more or less freakish and, al- 
though it has been under considerable 
development during the last ten years, 
nothing of a permanent character has 
been established. 

In the Northwestern Louisiana field 
operations a slight shrinkage in, com- 
pletions is noted, although new pro- 
duction was of a more favorable record, 
2,675, against 1,890 barrels. No wells 
of particular significance were brought 
in. Crichton maintains first place in 
late results and is the scene of most 
active prospective work. The best com- 
pletions at Crichton were two wells 
credited with initial capacities of 1,200 
and 900 barrels. 

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


No change has marked the local gas- 
oline or naphtha schedule during the 
week, but the same measure of firm- 
ness is reflected, and under more favor- 
able consuming conditions and the con- 
tinued buoyancy of the high-grade 
erude market a further appreciation in 
prices for the products is more keenly 
awaited. Gasoline prices in some of 
the out-of-town markets have been ad- 
vanced during the week, as noted in 
the following dispatches:— 

Kansas City, Mo.—The Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana has advanced the 
price of gasoline 1 cent a gallon, mak- 
ing the local value 16.8 cents. 

St. Louis.—Gasoline has been ad- 
vanced 1 cent a gallon, Standard Oil 
Company quoting 16.9 cents; same 
price from tank wagons and filling sta- 
tions. Independents quote 16.9 cents a 
gallon from tank wagons and 18 cents 
from filling stations, 

The local export movement has con- 
tinued heavy, with England, the West 
Indies and South America the principal 
outlets. Local clearances for the week 
comprised 1,149,965 gallons of gasoline, 
957,205 gallons of naphtha and 475 gal- 
lons of benzine, a total of 2,107,645 gal- 
lons, as against 1,501,505 gallons for the 
same week of last year. There have 
been no new developments regarding 
the gasoline price inquiry proposed by 
the Federal Government, but there are 
increasing indications of confidence in 
the satisfaction of the authorities that 
the present market has been the result 
of sound economic conditions. The re- 
quirements for the country’s motor 
ears this year will, it is estimated, be 
increased fully 20 per cent. Imports of 
benzine into the United Kingdom in 
1915 amounted to 146,334,702 gallons, as 
against 120,460,150 gallons in 1914, of 
which this country’s share was 60,888,- 
662 and 40,766,060 gallons, respectively. 
Dutch Indies held the lead in 1915 with 
69,450,730 gallons, as against 52,125,000 
gallons in 1914. 

Conditions in the local illuminating 
oil market have been uneventful, but a 
firmer tone has been reflected as a re- 
sult of the further advance in high- 
grade crude values. The domestic de- 
mand measures fully up to seasonal ex- 
pectations. The export trade has un- 
dergone no important change and the 
advance of the year does not reflect 
creditably upon the movement, a total 
of 5,125,935 gallons being noted, as 
against 15,880,780 gallons for the same 
time last year. There has been more 
activity in the charter market during 
the week, fixtures including 240,000 
cases, New York to the Far East, $1.50, 
February; 120,000 cases, New York to 
Montevideo or Buenos Aires, 70c., op- 
tion Rosario or Campana, T5e., 
prompt; 40,000 cases, Port Arthur to 
Montevideo, 75e. March-April; 25,000 
cases, New York to Rosario, 75c., with 
options, prompt, and 70,000 cases, New 
York to the River Plate, private terms, 
March-April. tates for steamer ton- 
nage are still reported in the ascendant. 








Lubricating Oils. 


The market has undergone no quot- 
able change during the week. Contin- 
ued improvement in business is gener- 
ally noted in the local trade and the 
late advance in Pennsylvania crude 
values has spurred interest in the pos- 
sibility of a reflection upon the high 
grade lubricants. The export trade is 
active, late shipments being noted to 
England, France, Italy, Australia, 
Japan, British East and South Africa, 
German Africa, the West Indies and 
South America. Our lubricating oil 
trade with the United Kingdom last 
vear umounted to 67,537,870 gallons of 
a total of 69,947,170 gallons imported. 
For 1914 our share was 54,846,900 of a 
total of 63,862,130 gallons.

There was a further shrinkage in produc- 
tion and also a slump in field operations in 
Northwestern Louisiana in the week ending 
January 22. The daily average production of 
the southern districts was 23,600 barrels, a de- 
crease of 340 barrels when compared with 
the quantity produced the previous week. In 
Caddo the daily average production for the 
week was 14.685 barrels, 2,215 barrels of heavy 
oil and 12,470 barrels of light oil. This was 
u decrease from the quantity produced in the 
previous week of 470 barrels. The total de- 
crease in both districts was 810 barrels daily 
average. The total production in both districts, 
daily average, in the week was 38,295 barrels. 
This is 20,000 barrels a day less than it was 
a year ago. 

In drilling Operations there was a decrease 





in the number of wells under way at the 
close of the week, when compared with the 
record of the previous week of seven. In the 
previous week there had been a gain of two. 
An agreement has been reached between the 
State officials and a number of the oil compa 
nies operating in the Gusher Bend district 
whereby five-eighths of the oil that has been 
tied up in litigation for some time wil] be 
released from sequestration and may be sold.

Last year their total 
royalty amounted to a little over 500,000 bar- 
rels M of the other production in the 
Humble district was contracted for by the 
Gulf e Line Company. At Sour Lake the 
Sun Pipe Line Company got most of th 
pendent production At Vinton and I 5 
the Texas Company succeeded in tieing up 
nost of the independent production. 


The fact that the independents recently or- 
ganized and had succeeded in getting a num- 
ber of outside concerns to make an investiga- 
tion of conditions in the Coastal fields, with a 
view to becoming purchasers of the crude, is 
thought to have had some influence in estab- 
lishing the higher prices. The contention of 
the independents has been that since most of 
the Coastal crude is now being run through the 
refineries the prices should be upon a refinery 
basis and not on a fuel oil basis. 





Drilling operations have remained on a stand- 
still for several months, most of the fields 
except Humble, showing a decline. In the 


past week Vinton divided honors with Humble, 
having a shade the best of it in the size of 
the wells. The Gulf Refining Company seems 
to have tapped a rich spot on the northern side 
of the field, a little southwest of the Guif Pipe 
Line Company’s boiler house. Its No. 27 
Gardnier- Noble ray came in the first week in 
Janus flowing 6,000 barrels of fluid, 30 per 
cent. water The past week its No. 19 Vinton 
came in making 16,000 barrels of fluid, 70 per 
cent. of water At the same time the Vinton 
Petroleum Company and Gum Cove Oil Com- 
pany’s joint test on the Lucky Four four- 
acre tract came in making 12,000 barrels of 
fluid, 50 per cent. water. All three wells are 
within a radius of 100 feet. 

In the Humble district there were six com- 
pletions—three dry and three producers. The 
best of the producing wells was the Farmers’ 
Petroleum Company's No. 2, Wheeler & Pick- 
ens’ subdivision, which came in flowing 3,500 
barrels. It is 150 feet south of the Cicero big 
producer on lot 37, Wheeler & Pickens. The 
Farmers’ is drilling three wells in this local- 
ity, and is the only company outside of Cicero 
et al. that has found anything of value in 
the locality of the big producer, there being 
something like eight holes put down around the 
Cicero well. On the Crow 22 acres Fondren 
Brothers and the Gulf Production Company 
got a well that started at 500 barrels in No. 
2 at 2,534 barrels. The lead line was reduced 
from 4 inches to 2% inches, and the flow of 
oil inereased to 1,200 bar s. On lot 10,

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Wyoming contains, along with the petroleum 
and natural gas, it should within a few years 
be one of the wealthy States of the Union. 

Operators in the high grade fields are not 
disposed to go in search of new producing ter- 
ritory at this time, and with the absence of 
new producing territory capable of supplying 
anything better than light wells, there is no 
incentive for aggressive development work. 
There are localities in the high grade fields 
that hold out possibilities, but oil men are not 
inclined to test them out before weather condi- 
tions are more favorable. Further advances 
are looked for by the trade for oil at the wells, 
however. They are not expected to be so 
marked as those just before the close of the 
past year. There will no doubt be more deeper 
drilling this season than ever before, as lease- 
holders will expend a little more money in a 
well than heretofore, as they will want to test 
more thoroughly the lower stratas before giv- 
ing up any amount of territory. There are 
fewer old wells abandoned, as the owners feel 
safe in cleaning the old wells out and drilling 
them deeper and giving them fresh shots of 
high explosives. Many wells that were worth- 
less are being rejuvenated in this manner, and 
often wells of that kind are made small pro- 
ducers of from one to twenty-five barrels, and 
it pays in the long run to give the wells a 
thorough trial before abandoning them in any 
field.

Nothing but light pumpers were found in the 
Southeastern-Central Ohio fields during the 
week in review. The deep sand fields are very 
quiet, as weather conditions are against active 
work where so much expense is attached to 
development work. The bulk of the work is 
centralized in the more shallow sand fie 
where results are usually about the same. as 
the wells are most always light pumpers. Mus- 
kingum and Coshocton counties, just at the

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
Lima, O., Jan. 27, 1916. 


A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
hows a strong gain in the number of finished 
wells, production as well as dry holes. During 
the week in review in the two fields a total 
of 22 wells were finished, 8 were dry holes, 
the balance showing a production daily of 260 
barrels When compared with the previous 
week this is a gain of 11 finished wells, 6 dry 
holes and 155 barrels in production. The re- 
cent advance in the prices of Lima oils brings 
them to only one cent below the best prices 
ever recorded for North and South Lima prod- 
ucts. It is thonght that this will stimulate 
drilling in these twe fields, but things are shap- 
ing themselves for much activity with the ar- 
rival of spring or warmer weather. Old wells 
instead of being pulled out will be cleaned out, 
drilled deeper and given a chance to produce 
what they will, for with oil at the price it 
now is the wells will pay if they make half a 
barrel a day, as the cost is little more for run- 
ning twenty wells on one central power than 
it is to run two wells. If the wells in the 
Ohio end of the Lima field that have been 
pulled out as worthless were still producing on 
an average of one barrel a day it would mean 
an additional production of close to 18,278 bar- 
rels a day, and in Indiana an additional pro- 
duction of 17.885 barrels, as in the two fields 
a total of 36,165 wells are known to have been 
pulled out since the field's work first started, 
which does not include dry holes and gas wells, 
but wells that actually produced oll for some 
years before being pulled out. Add one barrel 
each for these pulled-out wells and it would 
represent a daily icome to the operators at 
present prices of ,821.24 more than they are 
now getting. From now on the old wells will 
be handled with more care, and if doing any 
oil at all, if only gallons, will be kept produc- 
ing daily by the pumping powers on the leases 
It looks like the Wyoming field, with is high- 
gravity oil, will help out on the gasoline 
product, as the oil of that State contains a 
good per cent. of gasoline in the crude petro- 
leum. 

As soon as the warmer weather comes there 
will be an attempt to extend both the North- 
western Ohio and Indiana fields, as well as an 
attempt to connect the two flelds at the base 
line of the two States Work will be done in 
the Ohio end to the south of the present field to- 
ward Cincinnati and in Indiana to the south 
toward the Ohio River. Many pools of in- 
terest will no doubt be found if the work is 
kept up. No large areas of territory will prob- 
a be found, but small congested pools will 
be what is sought after by the trade.

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT. 


Robinson, Ill., Jan. 27, 1916. 


A review of the Illinols petroleum fields for 
the week shows a gain in the number of fin- 
ished wells, but the production was only a few 
barrels above the past week, owing to the in- 
ability to find nothing but small pumpers. 
There was also an increase of seven in dry 
holes which helped cut down the output of 
oil. There is a still hunt for anticlines in the 
western and southern part of the State, as they 
are about the only thing that the average oil 
man figures on developing anything worth 
while. Shallow territory is usually found on 
the domes on the west side of the State. The 
older flelds of the State show but little activity, 
due to the bad conditions of the roads, as 
nothing like a load of material can be hauled 
over the muddy and mucky roads which abound 
in the Illinois ofl field. It will be late in the 
spring until the roads are in condition to move 
oil well machinery over the country, and then 
there will no doubt be great activity not in the 
wildeat werk alone but in the old fields where 
there remains some undrilled territory.

Some of the Kentucky districts are showing 
unusual activity, considering the bad condition 
of the weather, with more new rigs now in 
operation than ever before. In other districts, 
especially in the mountain counties, the mov- 
ing of machinery is almost impossible because 
of the bad condition of the roads, and develop 
ments are lagging. Since the first of the year 
the greatest influx of new operators in the 
history of developments has taken place, and 
everything points to the most active spring and 
summer season in many years. In the general 
prospecting for a new field Kentucky is not 
being overlooked. Favorable attention is now 
commanded by reason of discoveries of new 
pools and the possibility of developing a deep 
sand of importance in the eastern section. 
Operators who heretofore overlooked the possi- 
bilities of Kentucky as a probable future field 
of considerable importance are now flocking 
in, and no section with the least indications 
of yielding petrdleum is being overlooked by 
the lease-taker. High prices, which give every 
indication of permanence, are bringing in the 
operators. 

_Estill county, Kentucky's newest field, con- 
tinues to feature developments. With a shal- 
low sand extending for a distance of five miles 
and limits not defined, producing wells much 
above the average in capacity, this field is at- 
tracting new operators daily. Twenty or more 
wells are drilling and starting in Estill county, 
while advance operators are reaching into the 
edge of Powell county. Featuring the week's 
showing are five new producers in Estill coun- 
ty, the smallest showing a yield of ten barre! 
and the best making fifty barrels daily. Chi- 
cago operators developed a good gas strike in 
the edge of Powell county, five miles in ad- 
vance of the defined district of Cow Lick. The 
gas flow was found at 700 feet. Within the 
limits of the proven area the New Domain 
Oil and Gas Company drilled a gasser show- 
ing for 1,000,000 cubic feet daily. This strike 
was made at 800 feet. One of the new com- 
pletions struck a pay sand at only fifty-five 
feet, the well showing a yield of 25 barrels. 
Some testing will be started for deep oil in 
Estill county. Several years ago a well in 
Estill county reached a depth of 2,200 feet, 
but the search for deep oil was given up for 
the development of the more prolific shallow 
sand. Marketing of the production now devel- 
oped is somewhat handicapped by the condi- 
tions attending its disposal, tank cars being 
the only method of moving the product to the 
refineries. 

Deep sand operations have experienced a de- 
cided slump, due to the difficulties of winter 
drilling in the mountain fields. Few wells are 
now drilling in Wolfe, Morgan and Lawrence 
counties and no recent completions have been 
reported. Lease-takers have been going over 
the Eastern Kentuc country in increasing 
numbers. On the West Virginia side the area 
bordering closely on Kentucky will also wit- 
ness an increase in test work. The many years’ 
search for a more productive pool in the Berea 
grit has additional incentive this year in the 
shape of the best prices yet quoted. Wells 
thus far drilled in the defined fields of Wolfe, 
Morgan and Lawrence counties have been 
small in capacity. 

Wayne county operations furnished two new 
completions for the week, with a new produc- 
tion of 20 barrels Both were drilled in the 
lower end of the field within proven limits. 
This field, which leads in production, has not 
been as active as usual because of bad weather. 
In the bordering field of Scott county, Ten- 
nessee, where half a dozen wells are drilling, 
no new completions are reported. Develop- 
ments have been given a slight setback by 
several failures, and new work is closer to 
proven territory. 

In seattered drilling no new completions ar: 
reported. New work is reported under way in 
Allen county, while additional tests will shortly 
be started in Knox, Whitley and Clay counties 
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During the past week the coast was hit 
by an urprecedented storm, accompanied by 
winds which developed into the violence of 
a tornado, As a resull, the San Joaquin 


valley oil fields lost 
400 derricks. 


a total of approximately 
These, with other property 
destroyed, were valued at $1,250,000. The 
wind, blowing from the southwest, infiicted 
most damage in the North Midway and Mc- 
Kittrick districts, and extended northwest 
through Fellows. Although the damage 
throughout the fields was the greatest in 
the history of the district, no one was in- 
jured other than slightly 

There is a great demand for righuliders in 
the fields where the damage was done. One 
hundred carloads of rig materials were or- 
dered in the McKittrick district alone: 
In the MecXittrick field the heaviest losses 
were those of the Assceciated, 64 derricks be- 
ing destroyed. The K. T. & O. lost 32, and 


the San Francisco and McKittrick lost 16. 
In the Midway field the General Petroleum 
lost 39 derricks. Santa Fe 25 and Mascot 
10. The south escaped any great damage 


as did the coast section. 
Oil Land Litigation. 
A division in the Cabinet of the Presi- 


dent as regards the issues on the oil lands 
litigation was the latest news, The lead- 
ing opponents seem to be Secretary Lane 
on the side of California und Secretary 


Daniels of the Navy Department in oppo- 
sition to the policy. Secretary Daniels is 
fighting for a policy which has in view the 


retention of all the oil lands by the gov- 
ernment. Attorney General Gregory made a 
report urging the importance of the reten- 
tion by the government of what is known 
as the naval reserve in California. 

In the opening legal fight between the 
United States Dictrict Court and the South- 
ern Pacific Railway in which is :nvoived oil 
lands valued at millions of dollars, the gov- 
ernment won. This was accomplished ty 
Judge Bledsoe’s ruling for admission into 
the record testimony of Southern Pacific 
officials in the recently argued Southern 
-acifice-Central Pacific merger suit that a 
single interest was represent2d by several 
of the pioneer railroad builders. The signifi- 
eance of Judge Bledsoe’s ruling, according 
to the government attorneys, lies in the con- 
tention thet if the government can prove, 
as it hopes to, there was a fraud in the 
patenting of government lands by 9ne_ unit 
of the pioneer builders interests, fraud lies 
on the part of the other units. 

In the first case now on tria!, the de- 
fendants are the Southern Pacific Company, 
the Associated O11 Company, the General 
Petroleum Company and the California Oil 
Fields, Limited, owned by Shell interests. 
It involves 160,000 acres of land, Six thvou- 
sand acres have been sold to innocent pur- 
chasers and cannot be_ recovered. Six 
thousand acres of the land involved _in 
the other suits also have been sold. For 
this and for the products sold from_ the 
lands the government asks $30,000,000 
damage. 

No late developments have been made 
public concerning the proposed new 
merger. 'verything looks favorable for the 
purchase of the Union Oil Company stock. 
Although as to the absolute identity of the 


parties really behind the big deal no one 
knows, although several rumors are cur- 
rent. The main points of the deal are that 


the option runs until February 15, 1916; that 
no money has actually changed hands as 
yet, but that on February 15, $1,000,009 
will be paid if the New Yorkers agree to 
go ahead with the deal, that every stuck- 
holaer of the United Petroleum, Union 
Provident and Union Oil Company wlil nave 
equal privilege of selling their stock that 
the Stewarts have, that the price is $95 a 
share, that the entire amount is to be poid 
in cash. and that if stockholders wish_ to 
retain their stock in thase companies they 
may do so, exchanging their stock for the 
stock of the merging compiunv. 

Tie* sales of Union Oil Company stock 
on the Exchange and the price per share 
quoted seems to have veen_ affected to 
some extent by the merger. The price per 
share which at one time reached as high 
aa $81.50 has decreased to $76. No reason 
can be found for this decrease, as it 
would appear that as the price quoted in 
the opiion is £95 per share the Stock Ex- 
change price would converge rather than 
reerde from this tigur. 

The Union Oil Company has declared a 
dividend of $1.50 a share payable Janu- 
ary 25. Tie total disbursement will be 
$510,000, This is the first dividend the Union 
will have paid since the middle of 1913. 
Payments were suspended then to enable 
the company to strengthen its resources, as 
monetary conditions did not at the time per- 
mit of new financing. The company as in- 
dicated by the dividend is now in excel- 
lent shape for the resumption of payments 

The Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia at the regular directors’ meeting held 
at Richmond last week, Ceclared a 50 per 
cent, stock dividend. The dividend, which 
was in addition to the regular quarterly 
one, $2.50 a share, was made payable April 
15 to stockholders on record March 4, 
1916 There are outstanding 496,866 and 
a fraction shares entitled to the dividend 
of a half share each. ‘The stock dividend 
was made subject to the approval of the 
California State anthorities. The par value 
of the stock is $10) a share. The dividend 





represents a little more than half of the 
surplus accumulated over a_ period of 
years. The last annual statement showed 


a surplus of more than $40,000,900. 

The Standard Oil Company on the Murphy 
lease, extreme eastern line, in untested terri- 
tory, brought in a producer last week of 600 
barrels. As a consequence the Union Oil Com- 
pany will begin extensive drilling on the Bas- 
tenchury lease, which adjoins the Murphy lease 
on the east. This well further proves up a 
line of hil's which extends from the 
Emery lease on the extreme east to the flats 
which are already developed. It is be2soming 
more apparent that this includes some of the 
best property in the field, most of which is 
leased or owned by the Union Oil Company. 
The limit of the Fullerton fields is becoming 
definitely outlined, and the 


more and more 
Jatest territory developed is proving to be 
exceptionally good. Practically all wells 


brought in recently in this ¢tretch of hills 

have been on an average 500-barrel wells. 
Field work in general throughout the State, 

especially in the north, was retarded, due to 


the storms. 
New Work. 


Operations in the oil fields as reported to the 
State Mining Bureau during the week ending 
January 15 shows a sharp falling off in the 
number of new wells proposed. There were 
only five reported, as against nearly a dozen 
each week for the last two months. Other 
work, such as deepening or redrilling wells, 
was also slightly below the average, but as 
there are more in the line or routine matters 
affecting the upkeep of a property less atten- 
tion 1s attracted by them. Recent damage by 
storms will retard production for a few weeks 
in some of the fields. The work of testing 
water shut-off, which is carried on directly un- 
der the inspection of the bureau engineers, 
maintains its usual volume. The importance 
of inspection is now very generally recognized 
by operators. The most important work that 
the oil department of the bureau has under- 
taken is the study of underground conditions 
leading to recommendations as to what sands 
should be developed and what formations may 
be properly left exposed to water. Lack of 
uniformity of depths at which various wells 
have been protected by casing has in the past 
been a greater cause of damage than has poor 
workmanship on the part of drilling and 
cementing crews.

American Pharmaceutical Association 


The January meeting of the City of 
Washington Branch of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association was held at 


the National College of Pharmacy on the 
evening of January 25, 1916. 

Messrs, Kebler, Palkin and Ewing pre- 
sented a paper in which they reported the 
results of a comprehensive investigation 
on the keeping qualities of spirit of ni- 
trous ether. The study was undertaken 
to determine the influence of a variety of 
factors on the decomposition of nitrous 
ether. Among the factors under observa- 
tion were the presence of water, the ef- 
fects of refrigeration, exposure to air, ex- 
posure to light, and the relative effect of 
keeping under varying conditions 

The conclusions reached were that there 
was absolutely no demonstrable excuse 
for the very poor quality of spirit of ni- 
trous ether frequently met with 





The need for including whisky in the 
Pharmacopeia was discussed at some 
length in connection with the following 


preamble and resolutions, which, after a 
free discussion, were unanimously adopt-

Resolved, That we the members of the City 
of Washington branch indorse the proposed de- 
letion of so-called standards for whisky and 
brandy from the Pharmacopeia of the United 
States of America 

D1 Harvey W. Wiley reviewed the 
recent six-year controversy over whisky 
in the Pharmacopeeia and expressed him- 





self as being heartily in favor of the reso- 
lutions as presented. He asserted that 
the requirements included in the United 
States Pharmacopmia, VIIT, and the re- 
quirements, as outlined in a recent num- 
ber of the Journal of the American Phat 
maceutical Association, which had been 
proposed for inclusion in the United 
States Pharmacopcia, IX, would not suf- 
fice to detect adulterated or sophisticated 
whisky or brandy 

With additional suggestions as to how 
the retail druggist can secure a good 
quaiity of whisky and brandy, Dr. Wiley 
thought the resolutions quoted above 
would be timely and of value to the drug 
trade, particularly in view of the fact 
that he had just learned from the chair- 


man of the United States Pharmacopewia

well that it was repeated several times. 

It was on the stroke of 9 o'clock that 
President John Fergusson, in his capacity 
of toastmaster, rapped for order and then 
impressively expressed the pleasure of 
the officers of the Drug Exchange in hav- 
ing this unusually large gathering of its 
friends at the annual function. He re- 
ferred briefly to the great activity of af- 
fairs in the drug, chemical and allied 
trades during the past year.

Many of the problems 
that confronted the leaders in pharmacy 
and chemistry in those days, he said, wer: 
now easy for the student at college. He 
made a strong plea for closer co-operation 
between the universities, the colleges and 
schools where pharmacy is taught, and 
the commercial interests in pharmacy and

He showed that those educa- 
tioral institutions should not be solely 
dependent upon the pupils for their in- 


comes, but that wealthy men who realized 


the particular value of such institutions 
should come forward and provide for

The speaker closed with a 
pledge of co-operation on the part of the 
Journal and expressed the hope that his 
friends among the members of the ex 
change would help him to make the Jour- 
nal serve in a broader way, if possible, 
the aims and policies of the association 
and the interests of pharmacy in general. 








in the person of Leroy Oldham, the 
waltimore Drug Ixchange sent a most 
able representative. He mentioned the 
pleasure of the members of that organ- 
ization in having Harry B. French, the 
vice-president ot the Philadelphia Drug 
Exchunge, at its annual meeting a year 
azo, and then, in true Southern fashion, 
welcomed the Philadelphians and their 
guests at any time to Baltimore and the 
home of the exchange. Mr. Oldham then 
delighted his audience with incidents 
showing the characteristics of the old 
negro “‘mammy” and ‘uncle,’ may of 
which had occurred in his own boyhood 
days. 

And then the guests were brought fact 
to fuce with the grave conditions that 
confront them as business men of the 
United States when former Congressman 
Reuben O. Moon, a member of the Phila- 
delphia bar, pointed out the dangers of 
the policy of preparedness. He showed 
how after centuries spent in perfecting 


the world’s civilization it had been proven 


to be but a veneer that had been swept 
aside by the nations of Europe in their 
return to barbarism. The great defect in 
that civilization had been the worship ot 
effectiveness. He showed that the great 
danger of military preparedness was il 
being swept over the line through a 
knowledge of its existence 












“You business men are really the potent 
factors in these situations,’ he declared, 
‘and you are the men who will fimally 
olve these problems. The politicians now 
ana then rise above you in their seeming 
command of the situation, but it is men 
like you and organizations iike the Phila- 
delphia Drug Exchange that are the real 
factors. I beg of you guard against this 
danger of being swept over the line just 
as the natior of Europe have done, 
through military preparedness 
In strong contrast to the conservative 
views of Mr. Moon were those of the next 
speaker, the Rev. Robert Johnston, rector 
ot the Church of the Saviour lie ex- 
plained that he had intended to speak in 
lighter vein but that he could not, after 
the address of 1} preceding 
A native of Great Britain, but now a 
citizen of the United States, with an in- 
te ty that was keenly felt by his hear- 





ers, Dr. Johnston told how he was proud 
and happy in the country of his adoption, 
but that he wanted to feel that if the 
time came he could receive the protec- 
tion that he had been promised under the 


Stars and Stripes. 





“IT don't believe in the danger of mili- 
tarism,”’ he declared, “‘but I do believe in 
the effect upon others of being prepared

In his opinion the time is not far distant 
when the United States must show that 
it is prepared to back up its position in 
order to have other nations give proper 
consideration to its demands The way 
to offset the impression of a battleship 
is with two battleships,’’ he said in clos- 
ing. “‘Surround our great coast lines with 
a wall of steel When we can keep for- 
eign soldiers off our shores, we won't 
need much of an army to kill them off.”

The annual report of the Board of Di- 
rectors, read by its author, Clayton F. 
Shoemaker, constituted a masterly sum- 
ming up of the country’s business, par- 
ticularly in its application to the drug 
trade. 

Mr. Shoemaker said in part:— 

When we consider the position of the whole 
sale drug trade during these months, we face 
an entirely different set of conditions One 
vear ago. the first excitement arising from the 
war had largely subsided, and prices of foreign 
goods, as ‘ were gradually declining. It 
has been a hardship to many that large 
stocks of which were purchased and 
paid for by citizens of this country before the 


date of the embargo, have not heen permitted 
to he shinned by the English Government, not- 
withstanding their promise to do so. Likewise 
it was thought that during the vear the prices 
of goods from the Far East would be material- 
lv reduced Thev had been extremely low be- 
cause of the restriction of their markets, and 
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it was thought that this condition would op- 
erate to bring prices still lower. 

The Harrison narcotic law has now been in 
force for nearly a year, and js generally con- 















ceded to have worked successfully. It has been 
timated that the sale of narcotics in the 
rdinary channels of trade has been reduced 
bout 80 per cent. There have been some 
minor violations, but these are being carefully 
oked after in most cases by the United States 
Government officials, and there seems to be 
& general satisfaction with the law and its 
enforcement, 
The special stamp act, passed by Congress 
jut a year ago, and which was to have ex- 
pired on December 31, was extended for another 
ear, by the joint action of both Houses and 
gned by the President, so that it is now a 
law. This was not accomplished without a 
ted discussion, but in view of the finan- 
cial condition of the Government it was only 
t be expected. This law bears oppressively 
n the drug trade, and we should miss no 
portunity to express our disapproval of it. 
Another matter which is deeply interesting 
to the wholesale drug trade and our friends,

disposition of dangerous drugs, even in lim- 
ited quantities, and all stitoulating drugs of 
a narcotic character should be in inc:uded in 
the provisions of a law designed in any way 
to restrict the abuse of habit-forming druss. 

To some extent the State laws 1 
at the present time more comprehensive 
than the Federal law. The laws of twenty 
States restrict the sale and use of chloral 
and its derivatives. Six States restrict the 
use of cannabis and its preparations, and 
in thirty States two or more of the synthetic

substitutes for cocaine are specifically men- 
tioned in the law. In some respects, how- 
ever, State laws have been found to conflict 


more or less seriously with the Federal law, 
and considerable study will be required to 
avoid difficulties in the simultaneous en- 
forcement of State and Federal !egislation. 

Many of the difficulties that have been 
encountered in the enforcement of conflict- 
ing legislation are due to the fact that the 
requirements of State laws do not always 
coincide with the provisions of the Federal 
law, and that persons amenable under the 
act are at times uncertain as to which of 
the severa! laws take precedence, 
Some, at least, have overlooked the fact 
thet, so far as the requirements of the Fed- 
eral law may be concerned, they take prece- 
dence over State laws and must be complied 
with, as a minimum, by all who are licensed 
to manufacture, sell, or distribute any of 
the proscribed drugs. On the other hand, 
in the comparatively few instances in which 
the State law is more comprehensive than 
the Federal! law, these more comprehensive 
requirements are not set aside by the Fed- 
eral law, but serve to illustrate the need 
for additional restrictions and requirements 
adequately to safeguard the distribution, 
sale, or manufacture of any of the narcotic 
or ctherwise dangerous drugs, 


Among the additional requirements that 
might well be included in a State antinar- 
cotic law are:— 


A further restriction of the quantity, as 
well as the kind, of drugs that may be sold 
without providing a satisfactory record. 

A satisfactory definition of the rights and 
privileges of practitioners of pharmacy, 
medicine, dentistry, and veterinary medicine, 

A provision for the revocation of licenses 
to practice pharmacy, medicine, dentistry, 
or veterinary medicine that may be held by 
habitual users of habit-forming drugs, 

A provision for the revocation of the 
license to practice any of the above profes- 
sions after conviction under the Federal or

NEW YORK CIRCUIT COURT OF AP- 
PEALS DETERMINES LIABILITY OF

Pending the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court on the question in- 
volved in what is known as the Jin Fu 
Moy case, including the question whether 
mere possession of inhibited narcotic 
drugs under the Harrison law makes the 
possessor subject to the penalties of the 
law, th ‘Treasury Department has_re- 
eived and is making public another deci- 
sion by a Circuit Court of Appeals, Sec- 
md Circuit, New York, sustaining fully 
the interpretation which the government 
has placed upon sections one and eight 
of the Harrison law, and holds that the 
language employed by Congress in the 
law is comprehensive and covers anyone 
other than those who register and pay 
tax in the prohibition of having opium in 
their possession and imposes a penalty 
for the:r doing so. Im other words, this 
decision bv Circuit Judge Lacombe gives 
the broadest possible construction and 
meaning to the words ‘any person,” so 
is to make these words cover just what 
the denvartment has contended they do 
cover, any person who has these inhibited 
drugs in their possession 

This. decision in the Cireuit Court of 


Appeals of New York is squarely against 


the decision of the Pennsylvania court 
which is about to be reviewed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States,

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May Abolish Emergency Revenue 


Basis of Taxation. 


Washington, Jan. 28, 1916. 

The situation with reference to internal 
revenue taxation crystallized to some ex- 
tent during the past week and expres- 
sions of opinion are given tentatively by 
Democratic leaders and members of the 
Ways and Means Committee who are 
struggling with the problem. 

It is clearly indicated by comments 
made by Democratic committeemen dur- 
ing the past few days that the greater 
part of the taxation program announced 
at the beginning of Congress by President 
Wilson and Secretary McAdoo as having 
the indorsement of the administration will 
fall by the wayside. Unless something 
occurs radically to change the present 
opinion among the men whose business it 
is to frame taxation measures, all propo- 
sitions for internal revenue taxation upon 
petroleum, or its products will be dis- 
carded. Members of the committee say 
that the proposition has been defeated be- 
cause of the vigorous opposition from 
practically all sections of the country to 
any form af taxation upon an industry 
which touches so many lines of trade and 
commerce throughout the country. 

The decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court upholding on every point the 
income tax law has given a decided im- 
petus to plans of the administration as 
represented in Congress for obtaining a 
considerable part of the necessarily in- 
creased revenues from taxes upon income. 
There is a disposition on the part of the 
Democratic leaders to abandon the plan 
for lowering the minimum at which in- 
come taxes are assessed, and to increase 
the rate of taxation on the higher range 
of income. 

There is also disclosed in the comments 
of committeemen a strong disposition to 
abolish a large part, if not all, of the 
stamp taxes carried in the _ so-called 
emergency revenue law, which was ex- 
tended during the present year. This 
comment is purely tentative at this time, 
but it is disclosed by the plans outlined 
in the early consideration by Ways and 
Means committeemen of the _ taxation 
measure that if adequate revenues can be 
raised from the income tax and increased 
taxation upon liquors and tobacco, par- 
ticularly cigars, and a substantial tax 
upon munitions of war, that there will be 
a disposition to abandon a part at least 
of the tax law, particularly those cov- 
ered in schedule “‘B.”’ Of course, it is too 
early to predict absolutely what will be 
dione as to this part of the emergency 
revenue law, but the present tendency is 
toward relieving this branch of trade 
from that taxation which has been ob- 
jected to because of its troublesome fea- 
tures, rather than because of the burden 
of taxation. 

A statement made by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue covering the receipts 
of the government for the last half of 
1915 shows a gain of more than $32,000,- 
000 over the receipts for the same period 
in the previous year. It is observed that 
revenues derived from oleomargarine de- 
creased about $100,000 during the past six 
months, but during December there was 
a gain of nearly $15,000. The revenues de- 
rived from special taxation under the 
emergency law, including stamp taxes on 
documents, perfumeries, cosmetics, etc., 
brought in nearly $20,000,000 for the past 
six months. 

It is the foregoing facts as to the op- 
erations of the existing revenue laws and 
the consideration which the committee 
has given to plans for raising revenue 
along lines less unpopular, that gives rise 
to expressions among members of the 
Ways and Means Committee that in their 
opinion the necessary increased revenues 
can be obtained by modifications in the 
income tax law and by a readjustment of 
the liquor taxes, substantial increases in 
the taxation upon the more expensive 
grades of cigars, and upon war materials 

As must be seen, a discussion of this 
question is purely tentative at this time, 
and the Ways and Means Committee, not- 
withstanding the urgent demands by 
President Wilson and Secretary McAdoo 
that the legislative program be hastened, 
shows no disposition to prepare a revenue 
bill until some disclosure is made by the 
military and naval committees of the 
House as to the aggregate of appropria- 
tions to be required for meeting the “‘pre- 
paredness” legislation called for by the 
administration.

Ixports of petroleum in cargo lots from 
this port during the week totaled 1,980.239 
gallons and comprised that of the Brit- 
ish steamer Samoset for Dartmouth with 
1,920,000 gallons of refined petroleum, val- 
ued at $53,000, and that of the Norwegian 
ship Svalen, for Glasgow, with 522,468 gal- 
lons of lubricating oil, 60,239 gallons of 
refined petroleum amd 238,828 pounds of 
wax, valued in all at $65,855.42. This brings 
the total exports of petroleum in bulk 
from this port thus far this year to 6,- 
323,520 gallons, while during the same pe- 
riod in 1915 they were 12,428,888 gallons.

Quicksilver’s further sensational up- 
lift, which has been accompanied by 
an additional marking up of price for 
both hard and soft mercurials, has 
once more furnished the principal de- 
velopment of the week in the drug 
market within the’ interval. There 
have, however, been several other 
noteworthy advances and a few reces- 
sions to characterize fluctuations in 
this never stationary market and, chief 
among the soaring figures, have been 
those for powdered opium, quinine 
salts in second hands, acetone, acetate 
and citrate of potash, and numerous 
botanical products of European, Asi- 
atic and African origin, which are in 
increasingly scanty supply here and 
increasingly difficult to obtain from 
the countries of their production. 
Spices have again been conspicuous in 
this last mentioned group of commod- 
ities which are rising constantly, in 
consequence of a curtailment of ship- 
ping facilities from the Mediterranean 
ports and the Far East, with accom- 
panying advanced freight rates and 
heavy export taxation, if not absolute 
or partial embargoes. 

In addition to the advances recorded 
above higher prices have also been 
named for balm of Gilead buds, pow- 
dered Chinese cantharides, grains of 
paradise, kamala, powdered nux vom- 
ica, nitrate of silver, buckthorn bark,

of the seed from India is an East In- 
dian Government regulation requiring 
the purchaser to obtain a license from 
that government and to furnish a 
guarantee that neither the seed nor 
the oil produced therefrom will be re- 
exported. Some pressers in the Central 
West have anticipated their require- 
ments to such an extent as to have laid 
in supplies sufficient for six months, 
but there is little seed in the East. The 
outlook for the new crop in India is 
reported to be rather unfavorable, but 
it is felt that if speculation in future 
deliveries were to cease forthwith, 
stocks adequate for all American oil 
makers’ requirements could be _ ob- 
tained at considerably lower figures 
than those which now prevail. The de- 
mand for this oil is increasing greatly 
here as well as abroad, in consequence?

ing countries. Sulphate of ammonia is 


quiet, with a difference in price accord- 
ing to grade, as domestic offerings are 
on the market under the quotations for 
foreign. Makers of cyanamid report a 
better call for their product, but they 
have only moderate amounts to offer 
for prompt and nearby shipment. Mu- 
riate of potash was a little easier this 
week, due to the slowness of buyers. 
Sales were reported at $460 per ton, 
while bids at that figure a week ago 
were turned down. Fish scrap is of no 
interest at present, as the new fishing 
season is still some time off, and stocks 
of old scrap are small and held at high 
prices. Blood and tankage are moving 
moderately, although some large sales 
are said to have been put through at 
Western points. Acid phosphate holds 
up in price in spite of the fact that de- 
mand is slow. Sellers are not granting 
concessions owing to the limited sup- 
plies held by them. For reports of the 
taltimore, Chicago and Atlanta fertil- 
izer markets refer to index on page 23. 
Detailed reports on the separate arti- 
cles of the local market follow: 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


CYANAMID.—Leading sellers of cya- 
namid report an improved inquiry for 
this material. As several consumers 
have not yet covered their needs for 
the coming season a good demand is 
expected for some time to come. There 
are steady calls for delivery of cyan- 
amid on old contracts, and the fact 
that sellers have sold the main part 
of their output for prompt and nearby 
shipment adds to the strength of the 
situation. Shipments are offered at 
2.60 per unit of ammonia ec. i. f. New 
York. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE,.— 
Arrivals of dried blood from the Argen- 
tine were noted during the interval. 
The market is holding steady in price 
under moderate buying. Tankage is in 
a position similar to that reported for 
dried blood. Reports from Chicago in- 
dicate a ir inquiry from consumers 
with prices at $3.10 for dried blood and 
$3 and 10 for high grade tankage. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—AIll ad- 
vices from foreign markets show that 
sulphate of ammonia is firmly held and 
as has been the case for some time, do- 
mestic offerings are to be had under the 
parity of foreign. Demand for sulphate 
has not been active, but there is a nor- 
mal call for deliveries of domestic 
against old contracts. Quotations are 
given at $4.10 per hundred pounds for 
English sulphate, with domestic at $3.85 
per hundred pounds. A report on the 
London, market says the price of this 
fertilizer has now touched £18, and in 
fact a representative Liverpool quota- 
tion for 24% per cent. quality in double 
bags is £18 5s. for February, March 
and April, f. o. b. Liverpool, less 2% 
per cent. These are the highest figures 
reported during the past week, but the 
view appears to be pretty well spread 
that still higher prices loom in the near 
future. The inquiry for forward is 
quite good, and a fair amount of busi- 
ness has been put through. Many more 
orders would have been, filled had the 
intentions of the government been fully 
known in connection, first of all, with

Offers of 
nitrate are said to have been made at 
$3.55 per 100 pounds and the fertilizer 
trade say this material is not attrac- 


tive at such prices, as it is relatively 
dearer than competing materials. 
However, a good demand for nitrate is 
reported, and the chemical trade is 
proving a large consumer, The mar- 
ket on the West coast has been easier 
and prompt shipment is said to have 
offered at 6s, 104%d. per quintal. Diffi- 
culties in making shipments serve to 
increase stocks, and, as production is 
holding up, the industry is suffering 
from the handicap imposed by the 
searcity of tonnage 





PHOSPHATES, 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—Fundamental 
conditions in the market for acid phos- 
phate are unchanged and offerings in 
all markets are below normal in vol- 
ume, Demand is held back by the 
high prices asked, but sellers are in- 
different and values are well main- 
tained The quotation for 16 per cent. 
is given as $14. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—With §statis- 
tics at hand for shipments of land 
pebble from Florida, it is stated that 
the totals for 1915 were tons, as 
against 1,291,659 tons in 1914 and 1,415,- 
687 tons in 1913. This shows a falling 
off of more than one-third, as com- 
pared with the previous year, and 
illustrates the restricted demand for 
phosphate rock which has existed dur- 
ing the past year. The present mar- 
ket is quiet for all grades of rock, 
with prices at:—Florida land pebble, 
$1.75@3.25 f. o. b. Fort Tampa; South 
Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75 f. o. b. 
Ashley River; Florida high grade rock, 
‘7 per cent., $5@6.25 f. o. b. FPlorida 
ports; Tennessee rock, 70 to 80 per 
cent., $6@6.50 f. o. b. Mount Pleasant; 
per cent. granulated, $4@5, and 68 to

POTASH SALTS, 


Muriate of potash has been quiet 


-wWith prices showing little range, The 


market is in a position where indiffer- 
ence of buyers is a factor and holders 
of stocks accepted bids of $460 per ton 
this week, where they had held out for 
$475 per ton a week ago. Prices are 
difficult to fix at an established-figure as 
any demand of consequence would re- 
sult in higher figures, and a lack of 
buying causes a corresponding in- 
— in selling offers. The market 
may be placed at $460@475 per ton with 
the range on a basis of bid and asked. 
Lower grade salts are not sought for 
and are nominal in price. 


BALTIMORE, 


Baltimore, Jan. 27, 1916 

The fertilizer trade situation continues to be 
Without practically any change. No need ap- 
pears to have developed so far for a speeding 
up of purchases on crude stocks on the part 
ot the manufacturers of mixtures, and the 
market is characterized by a degree of un- 
eventfulness that amounts almost to dullness 
And yet the state of the trade cannot be re- 
garded as dull, for it contains an undercurrent 
of interest in stocks of all kinds which sug- 
gests that only the removal of some of the 
present uncertainties is needed to bring on a 
gratifying measure of activity. The movement 
is held back in the first place by the extraordi- 
narily high prices asked for most of the mate- 
rials in use, and secondly by the dubiousness 
of the outlook, which is in turn largely con- 
ditioned by the prevailing high prices. If the 
war were to end shortly, for instance, it would 
make a big difference, in all probability, as 
far as the quotations on most of the materials 
are concerned, The restoration of peace would 
for one thing release some of the materials 
now held up, and would almost immediately 
terminate the diversion of fertilizer materials 
from the trade which has been tn progress ever 
since the manufacture of munitions took on 
such large scope. The various effects, work- 
ing together, might be expected to bring about 
@& most sweeping revision of prices, and the 
manufacturers of mixtures who had laid in 
large quantities of crude stocks at high values 
would face an enormous shrinkage. It is this 
possibility as much as anything else which 
tends to make the manufacturers of mixtures 
proceed with pronounced caution. But the ef- 
fect of such a contingency goes much farther, 
extending also to the buyers of mixtures. 
With the end of the war and the return to 
the activities of peace of millions of men cul- 
tivation of farms would be resumed, with the 
result that the farm products of the United 
States would in a few months be in vastly re- 
duced demand, and a big drop in prices would 
be the inevitable accompaniment. This might 
be expected to result in a material reduction 
of the acreage planted in the United States, 
with a corresponding curtailment of the quan- 
tity of fertilizers used. Such a state of affairs 
would encounter a corrective to some extent, 
of course, this corrective being the prospect of 
greater individual consumption. -But at best, 
the future outcome would be such as to ex- 
ceed careful computation, and in the ensuing

What tankage comes from the smaller pro- 
ducers near Baltimore is being taken up read- 
ily enough, but at appreciably lower values 
than those quoted, which are stated to be 
strictly nominal When it comes to taking up 
supplies other than those offered at the re- 
duced figures, the manufacturers of mixtures 
simply stand pat. This, however, has not so 
far induced the big producers: to lower their 
figure, so that it has gotten to be a waiting 
game, one side trying to tire out the other, 
with the final result in doubt. Much, of course, 
depends upon the developments of the near 
future. For the present, the manufacturers of 
mixtures seem to be under no pressure to 
place orders. 

GROUND BLOOD,—The situation with re- 
spect to ground blood is much the same as that 
relative to tankage, with the additional factor 
that the South, as the chief buyer of blood 
under normal conditions, appears to be mani 
festing no such wants as might suggest an 
early ‘resumption of free placing of orders. 
The Western quotations on blood also are 
around $3.40@3.424% c, a. f. basis Baltimore, 
with the great volume of business apparently 
very much in the future, and therefore yet to 
come, if it is to come at all. 

GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE,— 
Practically no ground concentrated tankage is 
offered. Here and there a small lot gets into 
the market, but the big Western producers 
are evidently mixing their output of ground 
concentrated with the other tankage, which, in 
the opinion of those well informed as to proc- 
esses, can readily be done with excellent re- 
sults. The details of marketing ground con- 
centrated are said to be such as to encourage 
the virtual elimination of this ammoniate, and 
the market here is without any quotations. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is a very small 
supply of acid phosphate getting into the mar- 
‘ket here, while the demand also is restricted 
to relatively insignificant proportions. The pro- 
ducers are evidently able to find an outlet for 
their stocks mainly outside of the fertilizer 
factories, so that the restricted demand exerts 
no sort of pressure upon the quotations, which 
remain at $3.50 for 14 per cent., and $14 for 
16 per cent. acid phosphate, No indications of 
a recession are noted, especially as long as the 
freight rates stay where they are and other 
expenses compel the producers to hold firm. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—While the market for 
nitrate of soda is in the main quiet, a fair in- 
quiry is said to prevail, and offerings find 
moderately ready acceptance. Tenders of spot 
and nearby in particular are received with 
much interest, spot and nearby being quoted 
at $3.40 per 100 pounds, with later deliveries 
at $3.55, and with the market decidedly firm. 
As the reopening of the Panama Canal is still 
uncertain, with the possibility of new slides 
delaying that event indefinitely, there is a 
strong likelihood of the present figures for ni 
trate of soda being maintained. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Nothing has 
occurred during the past week to give the 
market for sulphate of ammonia an easier 
tone. Additional receipts of foreign are not 
in evidence, and the holdings here are rela- 
tively small, with stocks commanding in- 
creased attention in consequence of the short- 
age of other materials, which are available 
luring normal times. The prevailing quota- 
tions are firm around $4.10 per 100 pounds for 
foreign, with domestic down to $3.85. 

POTASH.—The potash situation is one of 
those elements in the fertilizer trade concern- 
ing which little or nothing can be said. The 
quantity of potash available is, of course, 








largely speculative, and quotations are all teri- 
tative. One price appears to be about as good 
as another, and there is no prospect now of 
potash presently attaining a more important 
position in the trade. The manufacturers of 
potash cannot well include this material in 
their calculations, 

BONE.—Nothing has occurred in the bone 
market to cause any modirication of prices. 
Some stocks are being received from foreign 
countries, but the larger requirements imposed 
by prevailing conditions suffice to prevent any 
easing off in the quotations, which remain at 
about $32 for 4% and 50 ground raw bone, 
$28 for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone ja bulk, 
and $27 for 1 and 60 bone flour in bags.

Logzwood extract is of 
interest to many consumers in the 
textile and leather trades, but offerings 
are limited, and there is a range in 
prices according to seller. Other wood 
extracts are pretty well sold up, and 
very firm markets are reported for 
sumac and chestnut extracts. Hlem- 
lock extract is said to be entirely sold 
for nearby delivery, and values are 
merely nominal. Natural indigo is in 
fair demand, and the same is true of 
the synthetic product.

First hands 
have not been very eager for business 
and in most cases seem to be carry- 
ing small stocks. Dealers made sales

4246c. per pound. Limited amounts 
were offered by dealers at 37@38c. per 
pound.
